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Gallatin County I 

Located in the Rocky Mountains, Gallatin County is one of Montana's most pop- 
ular tourist destinations. It serves as an entrance to Yellowstone Park, boasts two 
world-class ski resorts, blue ribbon trout streams, and the Museum of the Rockies. 

Gallatin County is Montana's fastest growing county, boasting 28.8% growth from 2000 
to 2007. In 2007, Gallatin County's population surpassed that of Flathead County, making 
it the state's third largest county, with an estimated 87,359 residents. Bozeman, the county 
seat, remains the state's fourth largest city, with an estimated population of 37,981 as of July 
1, 2007. 1 Other cities and towns in Gallatin County include: Amsterdam-Churchill, Bel- 
grade, Big Sky, Four Corners, Manhattan, Three Forks, West Yellowstone, and Willow Creek. 

Gallatin County's economy is relatively diverse, with construction, government, manufac- 
turing, technology, retail, service, and agriculture all playing significant roles. 2 Montana 
State University is the area's largest employer, with 3,504 permanent faculty and staff, 558 
graduate teaching and research assistants, and over 2,000 students in part-time jobs. MSU's 
12,170 enrolled students (Fall 2007) have a significant impact on the county's economy. 3
